PRESIDENT HERBERT BOB VER 
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Capitol Plaza, 
Washington, March 
I. —An Iowa orphan boy, who devel­ 
oped 
into a globe-trotting engineer 
whose work for many 
years made 
him almost a stranger to his own 
country, became* the Both 
president 
of the United States today amid hi 
augural pomp and pageantry such as 
the capitol has not witnessed in a 
quarter <>f a century. 
Bare-headed 
in

wind, rigid hand upraised to heaven, 
left hand resting upon tile Biblical 
tenets of his Quaker faith, Herbert 
Hoover took the oath to the highest 
office in the land while a distinguish­ 
ed company on the east steps of the 
capitol sent their cheers and applause 
rolling wavelike across the' crowded 
plaza.

THE NEW CABINET 


In spite of a sprinkling of 
“big 
names,” the Hoover cabinet contains 
no one who is likely to overshadow 
tho president in public interest, no 
one who is apt to play too dominant 
i part. 
As a whole it impresses one 
as a cabinet that should work smooth­ 
ly and carry on the business of gov­ 
ernment vociferously and effectively. 
It lins some weak members, but it 
has enough strong ones to maintain 
the balance. 
The criticism will be heard, that 
the cabinet leans too far toward con­ 
servatism. 
Of its IO members, only 
three have evinced any liberal or 
progressive tendencies. These are Dr. 
Wilbur, Mr. Adams and Mr. Hyde. 
Taken as a w’hole, the cabinet would 
meet the approval of Hanna, Penrose, 
Aldrich or any other departed alan­ 
tic of standpat Dm.

The same situation 
may exist with the stronger personali­ 
ties on the teaching staff. 
The de 
parture of a mediocre teacher is of 
little moment; the removal from the 
class-room of a personality that rad­ 
iates cheer, hope, comradeship, cour­ 
age and the will lo work is a distinct 
loss. 
In recent years there is an increas­ 
ing evidence that school administra­ 
tion is a business and subject to the 
laws of business. 
Today business is 
a symbol of quality—quality in the 
character of products, quality iii the 
calibre of its workers. 
We hear busi­ 
ness executives tell of the lengths they 
go to secure these—how they specify 
betterments, 
enforce standards and 
evaluate trade-marks. School official? 
have an equal concern for their pro­ 
ducts. 
Merchants employing large groups 
can tell you what labor turnover costs 
them. They can show you the expense 
of regaining a customer’s interest lost 
through inferior service. 
Both items 
are expensive. 
They caf up profits. 
The business of school administration 
is as sensitive to these methods of in­ 
vestment as is every other business. 
To maintain educational quality in 
the face of increasing attendance is 
the challenge. 
What it costs th'1 
schools to regain a pupil whose inter­ 
est is lost through inefficient teaching 
or 
management 
is 
not known 
in 
figures, nor can the loss to a communi­ 
ty by the substitution of a weaker for 
a stronger type of teacher be measur­ 
ed. 
Parents who have experienced 
either will say that the experimenting 
is expensive; that th*1 loss is so self­ 
evident it should be avoided. 
If, in 
a spirit of thoughtless economy, it is 
not prevented, such ecomomy may 
prove to lie costly and extravagant. 
The value of a commodity lies in 
the quality of its service. The buying 
of good administration and teaching 
at the figure the market demands 
would seem less expensive than the 
buying of inferior service at bargain 
rales. 
That school system which re 


tains the interest of pupils and gives 
valued service through the executive 
and teaching force, may prove mon 
economical than a system costing les* 
per pupil but unable to hold the pupil s 
interest and giving mediocre service 
through a less efficient teaching staff. 
The quality of school service de­ 
pends on holding the interest of its 
customers and confining the label 
turnover to the less efficient. 
Such 
procedure will go far toward remedy 
ing the high cost of (’heap schools.
